A tpeciul meeting of the city council was 
held last evening, Mayor Grunt presiding. 
The other members present were Aid. 
Uenouf, Robertson, Holland, MuKillican, 
Munn, Smith, Hunter and Coughlan. 

A letter was read from Mr. G. Winter 
referring to the disgraceful state of Fort 
street opposite the Five Sisters' block. 
While driving past the premises he had his 
carriage windows broken, ami more than 
half the street was taken up by building 
material, and when a cart was being un- 
loaded there it was almost impassable with 
any degree of safety. Referred to Street 
committee. 

SALE ill-' ME fllLAVJSli PITS. 

In reference to tho proposed sale of the 
corporation gravelpits, a communication 
was received from tho city's legal advisers, 
stating that, according to by-law, tho pro- 
perty, if disposed of, should be on a oaah 
basis. 

Ai.d. Holland— When are they to he 
sold ? 

The Mayor — They are advertised for 
Monday next. 

Ald. HOLLAND nskcil that a reserve price 
be put on the property, anil submitted a 
scale which he thought would be effective. 

There was a further communication from 
the city's legal advisers, in response to 
queries instituted ly the City Treasurer, 
stating that the club tax and barrister's 
licenses were matters which had been de- 
cided in the police court, and were appeal- 
ed. The appeal hud not yet bei n heard. 
With reference to the Loan mid Investment 
Society, it was advised that the Treasurer 
take the ordinary course to recover the 
taxes. 

Referred to Assessment Committee and 
City Treasurer. 

DKPECTIVK 8EWAOK. 

A letter was read from Mr. Thoa. C. 
Soby, on behalf of clients, calling attention 
to tho fact that tho sewerage ut tho Five 
Sisters' block was defective, and highly in- 
jurious to the building, tho foundation of 
which was Hooded. So serious was the de- 
fect that the building was being damaged. 
On two occasions the cellars had to be 
pumped out, and for these services there 
were hills in from the fire brigade. The 
grades of the street were also wrong, and 
caused considerable injury. The writer ex- 
pressed the hope that these mutters would 
receive immediate attention. 

Tho document was referred to the com- 
mittees havintj charge of the dif- 
ferent topics alluded to ia it— the Sewage 
Committee, the Fue Co'i'fcnittte and the 
Street Committee.

The following letter was read from the 
Superintendent of Iudiun All'aira, Mr. A. 
W. Vowell. 

Indian Okkick, Sept. 28th, II, 

Silt- With reference to tlio late correspon- 
dence on the subject of the disposal of the 
Songhocs' Hcserv u to the Corporation of this 
city. I am directed by tho Hon. the Sunorinton- 
denl-tieuoi al of I ml mi Affairs to inform you 
that should it be decided Lo sell the tract to 
the Corporation of Victoria, i ho department 
could on no account assent lo aiy portion of 
the purchase money paid t herefor by the Cor- 
poration b' Ing used for tin? Improvement oi 
victoria harbor, as auggodted h_\ that body, as 
all the money must boused for* the benefit 01 
the Indian owners of the reserve. 

It was decided to let the letter remain on 
the table until next meeting, and that the 
clerk be requested to furnish a copy ef all 
correspondence on the subject, us well as of 
tho resolution authorizing him to write to 
the Indian Department.

They also recommended that the 
lowest tender be accepted for the supply of 
gas fittings, etc. 

There was a vigorous kick nguinst the 
report, which was referred back on the 
grounds that the lighting and plumbing 
contract bad not been advertised, and that 
the insurance was not fairly distributed 
among the companies represented in the 
city.

Ho ordered that such 
u map or plan should be prepared, but was 
under the impression that it would have 
been dono in the oilice, and without any 
outside professional assistance. The bill 
was a surprise to him, and he would not en- 
dorse it w it nout the approval of the council. 
Such a small job us that ought certainly to 
be done in tho office. The time had come, 
he thought, when the city should have u. 
competent engineer, one who could do these 
little jobs without outside professional us- 
sistunoe. 

Ald. RENOUF — We have too many en- 
gineers. We have a sanitary engineer at 
250 per month, another at $150, and a 
street engineer at $123 ; and no* you want 
to appoint a waterworks engineer at another 
S150. We have loo many of those " bloom- 
ing " engineers. 

The further consideration of the subject 
was adjourned so as to give Mr. Leech an 
opportunity of explaining.

OTTAWA, Out., Oct. 5. — General Herbert 
has completed his tour of inspection of the 
seven militia camps. He visits the Nia- 
gara camp this week. He had to put one 
of the commanding officers at Rimouski 
under arrest for intoxication. 

A revenue cutter will he placed on the 
Lower St. Lawrence, this month, to prevent 
whisky smuggling, 

The l'ostoffice Department explain that 
the Auditor-General has required strict con- 
formity with the Act, which only allows 
railway mail clerks a cent mileage for night 
duly, half a cent for day duty, the extra 
half cent being given contrary to law. 

The fishery protection cruisers will short- 
ly go into winter quarters. 

The Admiralty Courts Act, just passed, 
has received the royal assent and been pro- 
claimed in effect, to day. 

The Minister of Marine ordered a further 
departmental investigation into the ques- 
tion of cattle shipments, in view of the 
recent losses, before proclaiming tho regu- 
lations.

The Jesuits lu Switzerland. 

Re hne, Oct. 4. — There is some friction 
between the Federal and Cantonal authori- 
ties in Fribourg in regard to the preaching 
of the Jesuits iu that colony. Tho Canton 
of Fribourg is largely Catholic, nml though 
there is a Federal law against the exercise 
of priestly functions by the Jesuits in 
Switzerland, it huB long been treated as a 
dead letter, the authorities of the Catholic 
Cantons permitting the Jesuits, practically, 
complete liberty of speech and action. Re- 
cently, Jesuit Father \Teck hus been 
attracting crowds by his eloquence at Fri- 
bourg. The attention of the Federal bureau 
of justice became attracted, and the old law 
forbidding such exhortations was called to 
the notice of the local authorities. Father 
Week thereupon produced a document 
signed by the Chief ol the Jesuits, notifying 
hiin that he was absolved from his vows. 
He claimed to have left the order and served 
the Cantonal authorities with this state- 
ment, but the Federal officials retorted with 
a copy of the vows taken by the Jesuits, 
showing Week bad bound himself to the 
order until death. Tho Cantonal govern- 
ment still refuses to act and the dispute 
grows warmer and may lead to serious com- 
plications.

THE PHAGE OF EUROPE. 

How Queen Victoria und tho Czw are Re- 
ported to Have Secured Peace 
in Europe. 

New Yoke, Oct. 4. — The Berlin corres- 
spondent of the Herald says: Had it not 
been for the common sense of Queen Vic- 
toria and good judgment of the Czar, 
Europe would, perhaps, this very moment, 
be in wur. It was rumored that when Em- 
piror W illiam was at Osborne, he one even- 
ing asked the Queen to accord him a con- 
fidential conversation upon a matter of the 
utmost importance. 

In this lost interview the Emperor aaid i 
" i'ne situation in Germany is intolerable. 
It cannot last twelve months longer. The- 
country cannot bear the present financial 
strain required to keep up the ptesenfc 
.strength. Socialism is daily assuming ter- 
rible proportions. Germany's allies especi- 
ally are unable to keep up the present- 
pace. The strain is too great on them- 
France, on tho contrary, is becoming 
stronger and stronger. But France is- 
isolated. It is absolutely necessary that. 
Germany should seize the first occasion to 
declare war upon her. The latest moment 
to which this possibly can be put off is the 
spring of '92." 

The CUieen replied : "As long ns I live I 
firmly hope that peace will be maintained. 
I am now old and leeble. My last years 
will be saddened by more blood-flowing in 
Europe. The responsibility that rests upon 
you is u terrible one. it would, in my 
opinion, bo criminal for any sovereign or 
statesman to attempt to precipitate events. 
In ciise what you have said is true, it will 
cause me great uneasiness." 

The Queen sent for Lord Salisbury und 
informed him of this strange conversation, 
and desired him to talk with the Emperor 
about it. 

Lord Salisbury replied : " I think if I 
attempted to discuss the question, the Em- 
peror might cut the matter short by taking 
me by the sbouldeis and pushing me out of 
the window; besides, His Majesty might do 
exactly contrary to what I might suggest. 
There is, in my opinion, only one thing lo 
do. Write an autograph letter lo I he CzJhr, 
telling him frankly what has occurred, and 
urging him, in the interests of the peace of 
Kuropo to lose no time iu making friendly 
advances toward France, in order to con- 
vince the Emperor that Russia would not 
consent to see France wantonly attacked. 
This would cause tho Ernporor to reflect, 
and, in my opinion, this is t i s most effective 
way of preserving t he p aci. ft would be 
w ell if England should also simultaneously 
make advances toward Franco." 

The Queen at once followed Salisbury's 
advice, with the result which is already u 
matter of history.

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CLOSE OF THE RACES. 



Crooked Sports Shown 'I bat They 
Will Not be Tolerated In 
Victoria. 

Two Racea Declared Not Ran by the 
Judges— The Public Well 
Pleased. 



The sequel to u good many horse races on 
the Victoria track in years gone by, baa 
been the return of soino of the American 
sporting contingent to their homes on the 
other side with Victoria money in both 
pockets, and tlio report " Wo cleaned 'em 
out," — which means that the races had been 
so " pulled," " thrown," " sold," or other- 
wise manipulated that " the sports " were 
able to fleece the public on a euro thing. 

Every effort was made to restore this 
order of tilings, yesterday, the last day of 
the Jockey Club meeting. The judges by 
their decisions pronounced two out of three 
events " crooked," and the public cheered 
and assured them that their action was ap- 
preciated and endorsed by the respectable 
portion of the community. The track and 
the weather were all that could be asked 
for, and the spectators who cmne to dispute 
possession of the grand stand with the 
clouds of tobacco smoke, were disposed to 
be enthusiastic until they saw that "faking" 
was the order of the day. '1 he 

UNFINISHED THOT 
was tirst called, the horses coming to the 
scratch being Kosie C, over whom Stone 
held the ribbons by direction of the .Jockey 
Club ; Hero, driven by A dam son ; and 
Mollie Cooper, owner up. The intention, it 
was discovered on .Saturday, had been to let 
Hero win, and so Rosie C. was taken from 
her owner and placed in the hands of Hurry 
Stone, whose reputation for driving to win 
had not up to date been impeached. After 
half-an- hour's scoring, the trio were sent 
away, Mollie Cooper quickly finding her 
place in the rear. Rosie C. led from the 
wire, and rapidly increased the daylight be- 
tween Hero and herself, trotting prettily and 
fast. The big roan went in the air three 
times in the tirst half, skipping after each 
break to recover lost ground. Passing the 
Judges' stand, Kosie C. led by at least twelve 
lengths, and still was gaining. As 
she glided up tho back stretch, the 
cry went up, "Hero will be shut 
out." And so it looked. Before the 
leader reached the last quurter, however, 
the roan got well down to his puce, and he 
was not far behind when the inure came 
down the home stretch. About one bun. 
dred yar ds from the wire Kosie C. made her 
first break, nor did she recover her feet be- 
fore the wire was reached. The result of 
the heut was announced Kosie C, 1st ; 
Hero, 2nd. Time, 2.29. The behaviour of 
the mare on the stretch had decidedly a 
fishy appearance— as though her driver had 
broken her to prevent the roun being shut 
out. This robbed Stone of some of the 
confidence given him by the public, ami 
caused him to be closely watched in the 
next and deciding heat. 

Mollie Cooper hud dropped out when the 
horses were again brought up, and there 
was consequently less trouble in getting 
things in motion. Again Kosie C. sailed to 
the front like an arrow ; Hero trotting, 
skipping and running alternately, and coin- 
ing nowhere near the mare till the home 
stretch was reached in the first half ; 
then Kosie P.'s pace weakened and her lead 
was reduced to a length and a half, as she 
passed the winning post. On the quurter 
the same performance as was witnessed on 
Saturday was uguin seen. The marc let the 
roan go by and followed him at an easy jog 
around the course. The crowd went wild, 
and with reason. "Stone's pulling her for 
all he's worth I" was the cry of those w ho 
hud money on the mare, and those who 
were out of the betting altogether; ami 
"Tho mare's weakened I She's not in it!" 
was the opposition shout of those who had 
backed Hero to win. There was no more 
racing; Hero came in with fifteen lengths to 
the good; and the crowd became silent, 
waiting for the judges to speak. After a 
brief consultation the board was hung out, 
and on it was written — "No race; all bets 
and pools are declared ofi". " 

Stone's explanation was that the mare 
broke her trot and got pacing, and ho was 
doing bis best to get her back to her gait. 
There was a well defined kick against the 
decision, the friends of Hero arguing that 
he had done nothing wrong anil was entitled 
to take the purse. This would just he 
currying out the programme of the sports, 
the judges thought, so they declined to give 
way. 

II OUST. VS MAN. 

This was another first-class fake ami was 
properly sat upon, doe W ynne was matched 
to run 440 yards against Gibson, the Knglish 
champion, in half the distance, the stakes 
§125 a side being posted with the club, und 
the horse being given a flying start. At 
the pistol shot the great footrucer, who has 
a record of 9J for the 100 yards, tiot ted 
along at almost a snail's pace, 
wailing for tho horse, which, if 
he had exerted himself, he could 
have beaten easily by 25 yurds or more. 
Hut he wasn't running to win— there was 
more money in losing — and the horse won 
by a few feet. The judges properly said 
" So rare," und when one of the interested 
parties .summed up sufficient nerve to say 
"Why not?" informed him that the 
Jockey Club want no races of that kind on 
t heir track.

Mr. lielyea in dismissing the case said 
that the pi-lice had undoubtedly acted on 
information teceived in laying the charge, 
but that it had been conclusively proved 
that the information was untrue. There 
appeared to be u misapprehension as to 
what constituted vagrancy. A man was 
not obliged to work so long as he did no 
wrong, and a man was not necessarily a 
vagrant because he did not work. On the 
other hand a man might be criminally busy. 
He might be a beggar und constantly em- 
ployed in begging, but he was a vagr ant all 
the same— not because lie was not working, 
but because he was begging.

THE RIGHT SPIRIT, 

Trie Westminster Ledger, of Saturday, 
contains an admirable urticle on the rela- 
tions that should exist between the Isliiml 
and the Mainland. It deprecates mutual 
unfriendliness und disparagement, and con- 
siders that the emulation between the two 
great sections of the province should be for 
t lie advancement and prosperity of both, 
and should not be tainted by envy, jealousy 
or uncharitableness of any kind. The 
Ledger carries out its theory into practice 
by speaking in terms of onerous praise of 
tho Victoria Exhibition and by commenting 
on the speech niiide by the Hon. John Rob- 
son in the following terms : 

"The Hon. John Robson then carefully 
emphasized the fact that the existence of 
two pre it provincial exhibitions, one on the 
Mainland, the other on the Island, was a 
matter of convenience only, and implied no 
hostility of sentiment. lletter results for 
the agriculture of British Columbia in gen- 
eral can necessarily be obtained from the 
two exhibitions than would be the ease 
were either our own or that of Victoria 
allowed to lapse. Many Mainland exhib- 
itors -in d others interested cannot conveni- 
ently send to or attend the Island show ; 
many Islanders similarly concerned are un- 
able to assist at our show. Hence both ex- 
hibitions are new held annually in the 
autumn, and each, we are glud to say, suc- 
ceeds." 

Alluding to what Mayor C! rant said about 
the identity of interest that exists between 
island and Mainland, the Ledger goes on 
to sty : 

" Remembering this, no sensible and 
patriotic British Columbian should ever 
utter one word to disparage the resources of 
any of our cities. Victoria, Vancouver, 
New Westminster and Nanaimo have all 
their special commercial and other oppor- 
tunities, by taking advantage of which each 
may prosper more and more, and add an 
ever-increasing quota to the welfare of the 
province." 

This utterance of our Wesl minster con- 
tjmporary was conceived in the right spirit , 
and we are delighted to see that the friend- 
ly feeling which it encourages finds its ex- 
pression in something mere substantial than 
words. There were many Mainland ex- 
hibitors at the' Victoria exhibition, and 
from what we saw and heard we do not 
think that any of them had reason to feel, 
by the way in which they were treated, 
that they were not competing with neigh- 
bore and friends in tho immediate vicinity 
of their own factories, workshops and 
farms. We know that tho desire here 
among all connected with the exhibition, 
and with the citizens generally, was that 
they should feel at home and enjoy to the 
full all the advantages which the exhibi- 
tion had to oiler exhibitors and visitors. 
We believe that one of the good results of 
the annual exhibitions will be to cause any 
jealousy and unfriendliness that may have 
arisen between Mainland and Island com- 
pletely to disappear. 



THE QUEBEC CASE. 

The Quebec scandal is to be dealt with in 
a very satisfactory manner. The French 
Liberals contended that, as it was a purely 
provincial matter, it was wrong for the 
Dominion Senate to meddle with it in any 
way. The French-Canadians are great 
Sticklers for provincial rights. They will 
not permit the Federal Government to in- 
terfere in their local affuira < to any greater 
extent than a strict interpretation of the 
Constitution permits. In fact, with regard 
to the power of the veto, they are very un- 
willing that the Governor-General shall 
U(e tho prerogative with which ho is invest- 
ed by the British North America Act. At 
a^iy rate, many of them resented the inter- 
ference of the Senate in the 15aie des Cha- 
laurs railway scandal. They considered, 
too, that the production of the letter to 
M r. Mcroier, Premier of Quebec, written by 
Mr. Angers, tho Governor of that province, 
was ail infringement of the rights of the 
prjvinco, for which no oxcttao could bo of- 
fered. It seems that tlio Dominion 
Government considered that the Quebeo 
Liberals were right in tho inuiu j that tho 



scandal was a provincial matter, which should 
be dealt with by the provincial authorities. 

There was a good deal of discussion in 
Quebec a3 to what part the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor should take in the matter. It was 
held by the Liberals that tho Governor had 
no power to call tho Premier and his col- 
leagues to account for what had been dono 
with the money voted by the Dominion 
Legislature. The Government, they con- 
tended, were responsible not to the (iov- 
ernor but to the Legisliture, and what had 
been done with the railway subsidies was 
none of his business. Tho Conservatives, 
on the other bund, maintained that it was 
very much his business, and that it was the 
duty of tho Governor, as the Head of the 
Executive, to see that the money voted by 
the Legislature for a particular purpose was 
not stolen or misappropriated. IftheGov- 
ernor had reason to believe that fraud had 
been committed, und if bis advisers ne- 
glected or refused to enquire into the matter 
and to proceed against the thieves, lie would 
be perfectly justified in sending them to the 
right-about and getting jjew advisers who 
would appeal to the people. For tho Gov- 
ernor to remain passive after be had good 
reason to believe that the people were being 
robbed by a gang of boodlers, was to make 
himself in effect one of the gang ; und this 
was a position which Mr. Ange s was not 
by any means disposed to occupy. After 
consultation with Mr. Mercior, which, 
report says, was not characterized by any 
great amount of cordiality on either side, 
the Quebec Premier agreed to the appoint- 
ment of a commission composed of three 
judges to enquire into the facts connected 
with the liaie des Clialeurs scandal. The 
judges are Jettc, Haley and Davidson. These 
gentlemen have accepted the position and 
will, no doubt, perform its duties in an able 
and on impartial manner. It has been 
said that such enquiries as that made by 
the Committee on Privileges and Flections 
into the Tarte charges ought to be referred 
to a non-political tribunal composed of 
gentlemen learned in the law. This, as we 
see, has been done in tho I>uie des Chuleurs 
railway case, and when the report of the 
judges is published the people will know 
which tribunal — the parliamentary or the 
judicial one — was the most efficient and the 
most impartial. 

The other question which was involved in 
this Quebec scandal was the extent of the 
power of Lieut. -Governors. Are they more 
figureheads who have none but ceremonial 
duties to perforin, or do they possess real 
power which enables them to check mis- 
government and preserve the rights of the 
people. Governor Angers has shown by his 
action that he does not consider himself a 
mere puppet who can only move us his con- 
stitutional advisers pull the strings. 

It is amusing to notice that there has been 
a regular right-about-face on this latter 
question by both the political parties of late 
years. W hen there was a dispute between 
Governor Letellier and his advisers the 
Conservatives held that the Lieut. -Governor 
was little better than a lay figure, that be 
could only move as he was moved by his 
advistrs, The Liberals thenb.ddlyueserted 
the opposite theory and justified Mr. Letel- 
lier in acting on bis own responsibility 
in dismissing a Ministry which was sup- 
ported by a majority in the Legislature. In 
the present case, us we see, it is the Lib- 
erals who contend that Lieut.-Governors 
are powerless, and the Conservatives who 
assert that they possess important preroga- 
tives, w hich it is their duty to exercise in 
certain exigencies, either without theadvicc 
or against the advice of their constitutional 
advisers. There will not, surely, be unother 
turn in the political waltz when another 
Lieut. ( lovernor finds it necessary to take 
independent action. 

AN OUTSIDER'S OI'IXIOX. 

The London Times comments mildly and 
sensibly on " The C anadian Scandals." It 
does not allect to be shocked at Canadian 
demoralization', or to bo In rrificd at the 
wickedness of Canada's leading politicians. 
Neither docs it appear to think thai one of 
the Canadian pai ties is outrageously cor- 
rupt while the other is a pattern of political 
purity. It believes that there are enough 
lovers of honest government in the Dominion 
to effectually check the boodlers and uid the 
Government in effecting needful reforms. 
It says : 

" Not much party capital Is to be made 
out of the disclosures thus affecting promin- 
ent men ill both political camps, and then; 
can be no doubt thr t g >d citizens in Can- 
ada, without distinction of part iz in connex- 
ion or sectional interest, aro deeply ashamed 
of the discredit inflicted on their native 
land, and resolutely determined to eradicite 
the stain. Here, in the mother country, 
there can be but one feeling, that of deeji 
regret for the injury done to the 
fair fame of the eldest of our 
daughter nations by the lax morality of 
her politicians. It would be out of place 
for us to lecture the Canadians as if t hey 
were ull responsible for practices which 
might be paralleled in our own Parliament- 
ary history a good deal later even than 
the days of Sir Robert Walpole. 
But (he Canadians arc too progressive 
und intelligent a people not to appreciate 
the danger of allowing corruption to organ- 
ize its forces and to establish its traditions 
as it has done in the United States, where 
the best citizens are apparently powerless 
to effect any permanent change in a system 
that unites the strength of personal greed 
with that of partisan intrigue. Apart from 
the degrading influence on the moral na- 
ture of the whole community, which is ex- 
ercised by the successful and continuous 
practice of frauds, condemned by the gen 
oral sentiment of all decent people, Canada 
is not, like the United Slates, a country of 
such vast resources ns to be able to bear 
with Impunity th« oxhausting drain of cor- 
rupt Government." 

The Times looks to the people of Canada 
to efface the stain made on thu reputation 
of their country by a few politicians mid 
oontraclors. It is for them to say whether, 
in the future, the administration of public 
affairs in this country is to bo honest. If 
tho electors do not recognizu their respon- 
sibility and feci and exercise their power, 



public life will sink lower and lower. Tho 
McGreevys, the Owen Murphys, tho Con- 
nollys, the Sonecals, the Pacauds and tho 
rest of tho greedy, unprincipled tribe, will 
incrcuso and multiply at a fearful rate. The 
Timc3 seep this, for it soya: 

" The most alarming future in all these 
stories of corruption is the close alliance be- 
tween fraud and party organizations. Con- 
tractors and companies have to secure the 
support of influential persons, whether 
officials or their intimates, by contributing 
liberally to party funds and getting needy 
politicians out of their chronic difficulties. 
Of course, it follows that the arrangements 
made with persons who have so paid their 
way nre not effected on terms advantageous 
to the public. A permanent difficulty is 
created by the fact that the class of pro- 
fessional politicians in a country like 
Canada iucludes a great number of men 
solely dependent on politieul success or 
party subsidies for a living." 

Canadian electors may depend upon it 
that reform, let it be needed ever so badly, 
will not be inaugurated by these professional 
politicians. Their interest will be to pro- 
long the reign of corruption as long as they, 
by the exercise of the art of which they are 
masters, possibly can. They will oppose 
any change that makes for purity with all 
their might, and they will seek to demor- 
alize and bring down to their own low level 
all with whom they come in contact. So 
if the people sincerely and earnestly desire 
honest Government they must get it by 
their own exertions, in spite of the efforts of 
professional politicians to make their labors 
futile.

READY FOR TIIE BIG STEAMERS. 

The Water at the Outer Wharf Now Deep 
Euouch for tho Emurusses. 

During the present week Measn. R. P. 
Rlthqt .t Co., Ltd., will notify tlio C. P. R. 
Co. that their new outer wharf is ready to 
accommodate the Empresses at any stage of 
the tide, with plenty of water to spare ; 
and will invito the company to make any 
surveys they see lit, so that the nextsteamer 
from China and Japan may land her freight 
and passengers at the dock in Victoria. 

The steam dredge has been kept busy for 
weeks past to accomplish the above much to 
be desired result, and is now giving atten- 
tion to the little ridge of sand found to exist 
oil' t' e end of the new wharf. This will 
have disappeared to-day, und deep water 
will bo found from the end of the first 
warehouse to the head of the 
old wharf, on tlio inside, along the new 
wharf for about 500 feet, and with a uni- 
form depth of HO feet nt low tide between 
t he two piers. 

The work of filling in behind the stone 
wall of the new wharf is being advanced as 
rapidly as possible, and until it is completed 
a temporary roadway will bo provided, to 
enable the new dock to be made use of. 
The dredging will be continued to a finish, 
now, and there will be a depth of .'it) feet to 
the inner end of the slip within a week's 
time. The new wharf will provide 1,100 
feet of sheltered accommodation. 



STRUCK. RICH ORE. 

The Quicksilver Mine on the West Coast 
'I urns Out a Bonanza. 

Superintendent Wills, of the Seaehart 
Quicksilver mine, returned to the city, on 
Saturday last, to present bis report to the 
shareholders, who met, last evening, in 
Dalby it Claxton's office. 

The report referred to is, in the highest, 
degree, favorable. The shaft, having been

No more de- 
velopment work will be done till spring, 
when tho best of machinery will be got in, 
bouses will be erected, aud tho opening up 
of Lhe mine w ill be continued in a wnole- 
hsarted way that will make success a cer- 
t unty.

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BEHRING SEA CLAIMS. 

A Russian Olllclal Authority Hr-Rimls Uic Am- 
erican Pretensions ns Unjusiintiblc. 

(From tho Boston Globe.) 

A Rnssian view of the Helmut? Sen contro- 
versy is yivon in a recent nunibor of tho St 
Petersburg Journal, which is tlio olllcial organ 
of tho Russian foreign ollloo. The article, 
which deals witli the subject from tho stand- 
point of lniornuLlonul law and Uuaslan history, 
pronounces b self opposed to the arguments of 
our state department, and Btronely endorses 
the argument of Lord .Salisbury, it says : 

"The Americana put forward n claim for ex- 
clusive tubing and selling rights overa stretch 
extending as far as 100 m!!e3 from t-M couat, 
and baseii it upon a ukase bearing the date 01 
1821, in which Emperor Alexander I. declared 
that tho rUht of fishing and sealing In tho 
Bearing Sea was restricted to Russians. The 
government of tho United States argues that, 
inasmuch as it acquired by the purchase of 
Alaska all tho rights which Russia possessed in 
America, it has likewise become on< itled to nil 
our former advantages and privileges in con- 
nection with tho Behrlng Sea. 

"England opposes tins view, on the ground 
that tho modern jus gentium.or law of nations, 
does not in any way legalize the acquisition 
n'ong with the purchase of Alaska, or authorize 
the continuance of a privilege which, although 
sanctioned by the ukaso of Kmporor Alexander 
I„ can only be regarded in the light of an 
' usurpation ' on the part of the Russian Gov- 
ernment of those days. 1 

Tho article goes on to speak of the limitations 
of coast, waters, and says tint tho accepted 
zone or jurisdiction is bii anted at a distance of 
three geographical miles t rom the shore, this 
being reckoned as i he average range of a can- 
non fired seaward from tho beach. This defini- 
tion, it says, has been recognized and olllcinlly 
accepted us valid by most maritime nations, 
and the United States of America has at 
various times ofllolnlly agreed to its legality.' 

•' When tho L'niied Slates Government bases 
its claims upon tho ukase of 1821," continues 
the Russian paper, "it is unmindful of the 
fact that tho modern jus gentium, or law of 
nations, distinctly denounces claims of this 
character as illegal, and th it, if Alaska hud 
remained under Russian rule, the uknse of 
1821 would have become invalid and obso- 
lete. It is worthy of not -, moreover, that 
the ukaso of 1821, upon widen the United 
States Government bases its claims, did not 
remain in force voiy long. For already, three 
years later, on April Stli, 1821, we Hud that 
our (the Russian) Government signed a 
treaty or convention with tho United States 
dealing with the rights of nav Ration and fish- 
ery on the northwest coast of North America. 
In this convention no allusion or reference of 
any kind is made to the rignts claimed In the 
ukase of 1821. On the contrary, it stipulates in 
art. 1 that " the bubjects of the two signatory 
powers shall in no wise bii debarred or pre- 
vented from navigating or Ashing iti any por- 
tion of tho Pacific ocean. They nro also at 
liberty to land everywhere nod to trade with 
tho natives." 

"' It is, therefore clearly manifest that at the 
t into of the sale of Alaska to t he Unit cd States 
tho Russian privileges tor exclusive fishing in 
the liebring Sea, claimed under tho ukase of 
1821, had long before been abandoned and 
passed out of existence. Tho United Suites, 
therefore, has no justification for basing iis 
Bearing Sea claims on the alleged possession ol 
these i lghts by Russia at the lime of t he trans- 
fer of Alaska, for wo did not at that time 
possess any riglns or privileges of this chnTBO- 
fer: moreover, the pretensions of the United 
States in t his matter are in absolute contradic- 
tion to the most elcmoutary principles of inter- 
national law. That portion of the Hchring sea 
which falls within tho threo-inho zone of the 
American continent, is the only portion of the 
Pacific ocean over which the United States 
po-se-ses sovereign and exclusive right. That 
portion of tho Hchring sea which lies beyond 
three miles from the American dry land is 
niaro liberum, und its fisheries are free to all 
nations."

THE OKANAGAN. 

The Great Grain and Fruit I'roduclne Coun- 
try of British Columbia. 

Mr. T. M. Lam by, Endet'by, is in town. 
In conversation with a Colonist reporter, 
yesterday, he gave a very gratifying account 
of harvesting operations in tho Okanogan 
district. The cereal crops have all been re- 
moved from the fields, the average yield 
being "J7 cwt. to the acre, but, in several 
instances, this record has been beaten. The 
price paid at the Enderby mills is $05 j )ur 
ton, and ttt this figure nearly all the grain 
produced luis been bought up. The roller 
mill is wot king day and night, and yet the 
granaries are well stocked. The clearing of 
land is progressing rapidly, so that, by next 
season, there will be a fur greater amount of 
territory brought under cultivation. The 
right clnss of settlers is fast coming in, men 
with capital and energy, and all available 
lands arc being taken up. The fruit pro- 
ducing capabilities of the country having 
been fully established, everyone is planting, 
many on a very extensive Bcale. 
Mr. Patten, at Dog Creek, has a couple of 
thousand fruit trees under cultivation, and 
Mr. ban, by is increasing his stock, und by 
next season hopes to have ten or eleven 
hundred trees bearing fruit. Mr. McKay, 
Vancouver, has bought several large tracts 
of land in the district, which ho proposes 
to divide into orchards of from 'JO to 00 
acres, and let or sell to parties going in for 
fruit-growing. He has secured u couple of 
thousand acres from Mr. T. Ellis, about 3'20 
acres from Mr, J. McDougal, as well as 
several other tracts. The raising of fruit 
on Lord Aberdeen's estato at the .Mission is 
beyond the experimental stages, and shows 
results which mora than satisfy its pro- 
moters. The S. & 0. Railway, Mr. Lamby 
is sanguine, will do a great deal to open up 
and develop this section, giving an impetus 
to farming which the district never before 
enjoyed. Of the mining prospects Mr. 
Lamby also speaks most encouragingly — 
particularly of the Rock Creek mines. For 
convenience sake, the post ofliee has been 
moved from Rock Creek camp to the mouth 
of the creek, but the service is still very de- 
fective. A monthly mail, as at present, 
does not suit the rei[tiireineuts of the place.

The Heruld's Wash- 
eays : The second 
discussion of tho 
no surprise. The 
President and Secretary Blaine are in accord 
on the general proposition that reciprocity of 
the kind offered by the Conservative party 
of Canada is not* desirable for the United 
States. It was slated at the time of the 
visit of Sir Charles Tupper and his associ- 
ates that Secretary Blaine was in favor of 
the absorption of Canada into the Union, 
but he believes that the way t» obtain it is 
to pursue a waiting policy, and is willing to 
see reciprocity tried, but has always favored 
a reciprocity which covered nearly all classes 
of articles or at least admitted U.S. manu- 
factures into Canada rather than the one 
sided reciprocity presented by the Conser- 
vatives. At the Canadian elections the 
Liberals should have carried a majority of 
the seats in the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, a reciprocity proposition would 
probably have been set before them 
which the President and Secretary 
lllaine would have been willing to accept. 
The victory of the Conservatives wus not 
entirely unexpected, and occasioned no re- 
gret, because it was believed that in the 
long run public opinion would ripen quite 
us fust in Canada under Sir John Macdonald 
as under a policy, which might be too far in 
advance of public sentiment.
